Housing Expediter Tighe E.

29 expiration date Congress ought 
to make them stronger. 

Charles F. Brannan, assistant 
secretary of agriculture, told the 
same committee that meat ration- 
ing won't work without price con- 
trols. He also said that 1t will be 
necessary to control not only meat, 
but also foods which can be used 
for meat saben tutes.

“yéto” proposals suggested by the administration. Neét 
result—nothing accomplished.

Truman's $40 slash obviously 
doesn’t stand a chance so the best thing to do in his case 
is just forget that he ever proposed it. On the $6,500,000,000 
bill passed by the house, there seems to be some measure

brokers and salesmen who com- 
pose its membership. 

3erun here last July, ihe associ- 
ation reported sales of property 
totaling above a half million dol- 
lars in the first three months of 
operation. 

The local group is patterned on 
the Glendale association which has 
a record of long and successful 
operation. An intensive study of 
its workings was made by local 
realtors before the plan was insti- 
tuted here. 

Briefly, a multiple listing asso- 
ciation works as follows: 

Homes or other for-sale proper- 
ties listed excluzively with any 
member-broker are sent to the 
multiple listing office where a 
full-time secretary is employed. 
The secretary then bulletins the 
listing to every other realtor in 
the group. 

Provided the owner agrees, the 
property is then inspected by each 
realtor in the association. Each 
gives his estimate of its value in 
light of current market prices. 

The average figure 1s then com- 
municated to the listing broker, 
and, through him, to the client. 
The owner is thus provided with a 
highly reliable, confidential opin- 
ion of the true market value of 
his holding, which he may use as 
he sees fit. 

Principal advantage of the mul- 
tiple listing idea are summarized 
by Member Ralph M. Myers, Jr., 
as follows: 

1, By dealing with one broker 
only, a prospective seller can en- 
joy the advantage of listing his 
property with 23 offices with a 
combined sales force of 46 per- 
sons. 

2. The broker’s commission— 
which is no higher than when deal- 
ing with a single realtor—is di- 
vided between the listing broker 
and the selling broker, *with the 
latter getting the larger sum. This 
encourages reaitors to work on 
other listings than tneir own, and 
correspondingly broadens the sel- 
ler’s changes of securmg the best 
possible price for his property. 

3. For the buyer, the greater 
number of listings availabie at an 
association Member’s office in- 
crease changes of his obtaining 
exactly the property he desires. 

A property owner, if he desires, 
need not list threugh the associ- 
ation, but may deal with the in- 
dividual broker only. Association 
brokers, on the other hand, may 
cooperate with any other realtor, 
whether or not an _ association 
member, Mr. Myers emphasizes. 

Officers of the association, 
which now numbers 23 realtors, 
are George Tiberg, president; 
Pearl J. Smith, vice president; 
Robert L, Deards, secretary treas- 
urer, and Forbes W. Mellon and 
Ralph M. Myers, members of the 
board of directors.

NEW YORK, # -— Predictions 
that lumber prices will decline by 
a3 much as 20 to 30 percent came 
from the annual convention here 
of the Northeastern Retail Lum- 
bermen’s association. 

Experts attending the meeting 
agreed there would be little reduc- 
tion as long as. retailers are bid- 
ding up prices for short supplies 
of better grade lumber. 

Roy Wenzlick, St. Louis, Mo., 
housing and building analyst, told 
the lumbermen he based predic- 
tions of a 20 to 30 percent drop “in 
the not-too-distant future” on ex- 
pectations of greater productivity 
of labor and on kelief the present 
boom is at its peak. 

“Tf it conforms to the average 
history of booms," he said, “we 
will cross the normal line in 1950 
and will hit the bottom points in 
1955.”
